SPRING HILL, Nova Scotia — 
(Dpii — Weary rescuers worked 
deep in the rubble-strewn Cumber­ 
land Coal and Railway Company 
mine here today in an effort to 
free 84 trapped miners But a 
company spokesman said there 
was “little hope' any would be 
found alive. 
The miners were among 172 
t r a p p e d in an earth - shaking 
'•bump" Thursday night which 
sent coal and rock slides roaring 
through the tunnels, closing por­ 
tions of the mine 


SEVENTY - EIGHT miners were 
rescued Nine bodies were report­ 
ed sighted in the mine by rescu­ 
ers and one body was recovered, 
making the death toll 10. 
11 was the second major cave* 
In at Springhill in two years. 
The company announced today 
that 84 miners were missing and 
78 were rescued. One body was 
recovered. Nine dead were report­ 
ed in the mine, making the death 
toll 10. 


THE COMPANY said six ‘ sup­ 
ervisory personnel" were in the 
mine when a "bump," an under­ 
ground upheaval which results in 
the movement of the coal seam, 
trapped them at two levels. 
It was reported the supervisory 
personnel were making tests to 
determine what caused a series 
of smaller bumps which occurred 
at the mine this spring and for 
a while threatened closure of the 
colliery. An explosion at the same 
time two years ago killed 39 
miners.

Harold Gordon general manag­ 
er of coal operations for the par­ 
ent firm of Dominion Coal and 
Steel Corp., w'ent into the pit to 
direct operations Gordon is a 
former miner and Draegerman.

ilies of the trapped men gathered 
in silent vigil. 
SOME 80 MASKED Draeger- 
men barefaced miners going into 
the pit in relays refused to give 
up hope and worked throughout 
the night under floodlights. 
“Well never give up,” s a i d 
Draegerman H a rry MacKinnon 
when he emerged grimy from the 
pit after working underground 
steadily for more than 14 hours. 
The immediate area of the mine 
entrance was blocked off and on­ 
ly rescuers were allowed at the 
pithead. 
One of the Draegermen said 
" Its still pretty grim d o w n 
there." 
THEY WERE believed to be at­ 
tempting to clear a p a s s a g e 
through the mine shaft from the 
slope to the level at 13,000 feet 
which apparently was blocked 
with heavy gas concentrations. 
Rescue work also was being 
carried out on other levels. 
The rescue teams attempting to 
free 55 men trapped at the 13.000 
feet level were reported having 
difficulty with the seeping ga s . 
Other men were believed trapped 
400 feet deeper. 
The mine is believed by its op­ 
erators to be the deepest in North 
America, with a 30-degree slope 
in some places. 
MAYOR RALPH Gilroy, press­ 
ing back tears, issued a plea to 
Springhill s 8.000 citizens to have 
faith and pray for the trapped 
miners.” 
It was two years ago. short one 
week, that an explosion at the 
now - closed No. 24 colliery re­ 
sulted in the deaths of 39 miners, 
wliile 88 others were trapped for 
periods of up to three days. 
Hundreds of Springhill residents 
hardened by disasters which be­ 
gan in 1891 when 125 men died in 
a mine explosion waited in a cold, 
damp vigil at the pithead. In the 
scenes reminiscent of the 1936 
disaster, m o t h e r s , wives and 
children of the trapped miners 
w e r e straining rope barriers, 
waiting in silence.

Nixon Confers 
W ith Rockefeller 


NEW YORK (UPD — Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon and New 
York's Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Nelson A. Rockefeller 
met for a 30-minute breakfast to­ 
day. Both later denied there was 
any rift between them to be 
patched up. 
Rockefeller, however, continued 
to disassociate his campaigning 
"on state issues" for “state of­ 
fice" from Nixon's campaigning 
"for congressional candidates.’’ 


NIXON SPENT 30 hours here, 
but he met with Rockefeller only 
in private a few minutes before 
the vice president left to continue 
his barnstorming in Wisconsin. 
Rockefeller said reports of a 
rift between him and Nixon were 
"absolute bunk . . . absolute fab­ 
rication.” He said he t h o u g h t 
Nixon's visit here was 'going to 


be tremendously helpful to the 
ticket in New York" but he ev ad­ 
ed questions as to whether it was 
helpful to his own c a m p a i g n 
against Democratic Gov. Averell 
Harriman. 


THE TWO MEN posed for pic­ 
tures together, but did not meet 
reporters except separately. Nix­ 
on said when he left his Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel suite 10 minutes 
after Rockefeller "As far as any­ 
thing being patched up I will say 
there was nothing to patch up." 
In what he said was "one of 
the first flat predictions I have 
made," Nixon said he predicted

Lewis Strauss 
Appointed to 
Commerce Post 
WASHINGTON — UPP - Presi 
dent Eisenhower today accepted 
the resignation of Secretary of 
Commerce Sinclair Weeks a n d 
named Lewis L. Strauss, former 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, to succeed him. 
Weeks resigned effective not la­ 
ter than Nov. 10. 
Strauss stepped down as AEC 
chairman June 30. He has been 
serving as special assistant to the 
President on atoms-for-peace m at­ 
ters. 
WEEKS SAID IN a letter of 
resignation to the President dated 
Oct. 22 that he was quitting “only 
because of pressing business, per­ 
sonal and family considerations, 
which seemed to me to make it 
imperative that I return to Bos­ 
ton and to my intere»ts there." 
“Obviously I do this with great 
reluctance," Weeks wrote. 
THE PRESIDENT, in a "Dear. 
Sinny" letter, said Weeks takes 
with him "My deep gratitude for 
your long and unstinting devotion 
to duty and my very best wishes 
for your future health and hap­ 
piness.” 
"It is of course very gratifying 
to me. as it must be to you. that 
during your six years as secre­ 
tary of commerce, the American 
economy has expanded broadly 
and generated for our citizens 
more jobs, higher incomes a n d 
greater abundance,'* the Presi­ 
dent said. 
"NOW THAT ECONOMIC grow­ 
th is once again under way with 
industrial production recovering 
rapidly and with personal income 
at new peaks, we can look for­ 
ward to continued improvements 
in the well-being of the American 
people ” 
Weeks was a member of the or 
iginal Eisenhower Cabinet which 
took office with the President in 
January. 1953. Only three original 
members now remain —Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles. Agri­ 
culture Secretary Ezra T Benson, 
and Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield.

"The Communists seem to be­ 
lieve that they can best achieve 
domination of the Western Pa­ 
cific if they perpetuate confusion 
and uncertainty and if they aUer-^ 
nately give hopes of peace v 7 
fears oí war,” Dulles said inf 
statement. 
"THEY ACCOMPANY their er­ 
ratic action with intensive prop­ 
aganda to the effect that if Uit 
people of Asia would unite to ex­ 
pel the United States from the 
Western Pacific, then all would 
be well.”

Ronald Button declared today. 
•‘This tax m e a s u r e , which 
would mean a loss of at least 
$50,000,000 in State income a year 
w o u l d undermine California’s 
bond m arket, and this in turn 
would be disastrous to the pro­ 
gram of State aid to school con- 
6tructions," Button said. 


"THE LOSS IN revenue would 


affect the State's ability to meet 
payments on bonds to finance 
local school construction." 
School bonds have been sold at 
the rate of $100,000,000 a year for 
the past two years. B u t t o n 
said, and another $220,000,000 in 
bonds will be authorised if voters 
approve Proposition 2 on the Nov 
4 ballot. 


WHEN MATCHED with local 
funds, each $100,000,000 provides 
classrooms for about 100.000 stu­ 
dents, Button said. As to the fu­ 
ture. school enrollment is expec­ 


ted to Increase by 1,000.000 pupils 
by 1965. 
•‘This growth cannot be han­ 
dled by some communities with­ 
out State aid," Button declared. 
“State school funds are used in 
the areas of greatest need, th e 
newly developed urban and sub­ 
urban sections that have low 
property tax bases." 
Button already postponed o n e 
school bond sale, scheduled for 
this month, until after the elec­ 
tion because of the presence of 
Proposition 17 on the ballot.
